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The bilateral agreement of co-
operation between the United States
and the Kingdom of Spain was ex-
tended for another year Thursday
at a meeting in Washington D.C.

Secretary of Defense William
Cohen met with Spain’s Minister of
Defense, Eduardo Serra to discuss
NATO defense capabilities, Spain’s
role in Mediterranean security is-
sues and about the bilateral agree-
ment between the two countries.

“It gives me a great deal of plea-
sure to welcome Minister Serra
back to Washington,” Cohen said.
“The defense relationship between
the United States and Spain is ex-
tremely strong.  Our forces are serv-
ing together in NATO peacekeep-
ing missions both in Bosnia and
Kosovo,” he said.

Speaking through an interpreter,
Serra told a crowd of reporters that
Spain and the United States have
excellent relations and the “bilateral

U.S., Spanish agreement
extended for one year

agreement of cooperation is func-
tioning extremely well.”

“In Europe we are saying today
that the hour of defense has come.
Now that we have the common cur-
rency in place, we believe that it is
time for defense capacity to be en-
hanced in order to strengthen the
link across the Atlantic,” said Serra.

Commenting on NATO’s much
publicized military deficiencies –
brought to the forefront during the
Kosovo operation – Serra said Eu-
rope is serious when it comes to the
defense capability initiative.  This
shift in perspective is welcomed by
the United States said Cohen.

“We feel that NATO must take
a number of initiatives.  That’s what
we call the defense capabilities ini-
tiative.  That Kosovo, while remark-
ably successful, also revealed a num-
ber of deficiencies.  That has been
the purpose of calling attention to
these deficiencies and to express our
desire to see other NATO members

as well as the United States take
measures to correct them,” he said.

While the operation in Kosovo
revealed some deficiencies in
NATO’s military, Cohen was clear
to point out America’s appreciation
for Spain’s role in the Kosovo op-
eration.

“We are very grateful for
Spain’s role in both Bosnia and also
in Kosovo, not to mention their par-
ticipation in helping us in dealing
with Saddam Hussein.  We have
nothing but glowing compliments to
pay to the Spanish people, Spanish
government, the defense minister
who has become a very close friend,
that we regard this relationship as
very, very important,” said Cohen.

One of the reasons the relation-
ship is important for the U.S. is the
use of Spanish bases. “We used two
Spanish air bases to support our
troops during Kosovo,” said Cohen.
“And Rota, of course, is an impor-

More than 2,000 shoppers attended the 28th Annual
OCSC Holiday Bazaar held this weekend.
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The 1999 Combined Federal
Campaign finishes up on Novem-
ber 19th.   As of October 31st,
almost 700 people on Naval
Station Rota had donated over
$70,000 to this year’s campaign.
In 1998, the base raised $108,360
with 1096 members donating out
of 2420 potential contributors
(45%).

In August of this year, the
European Commander, General
Clark, set three goals for the
campaign: 100% contact (i.e.,
everyone on base receives a
pledge card and brochure), a 2%
increase in participation, and a 5%
increase in average donations.  To
meet these goals, NAVSTA Rota
needs 47% of the approximate
2900 total contributors on base
and an average gift of about $104.

The average gift as of October
31st was $103.88 which is right on
par with General Clark’s goal.  It
will take approximately 1400
contributors to reach 47%
participation, so there is still much
work to do.

The NAVSTA Rota CFC
Project Officer, LT Matt Pearson
of VQ-2, downplays the impor-
tance of the campaign statistics.
“The numbers are necessary,”
says Pearson, “but the most

Rota’s harbor dredging project is finally
coming to an end.

For 71 days, three boats have worked,
non-stop to clear Rota’s port of built up
sediment, said Lt. Glen Bourque,
harbormaster. The operations ended this
week, Bourque said.

“This is the first dredging since 1986,”
he said.

Bourque said the tides come in and
deposit dirt and other sediment, reducing
the depth of the harbor. Depth is crucial to
the maneuverability of large ships, said
Bourque.

The project officially began August 15
with the arrival of the first of the three
ships, the surveying ship, Plevier. The
second ship to arrive was the Rign Stroom.
The Rign Stroom is a plough ship that
scrapes the sediment detected by the
Plevier.

The third and final ship in the dredging
process is the Wado. The Wado collected
the sediment and traveled six miles out to

sea to deposit it.
All of the ships were contracted by the

Navy and are from a Holland based
company, said Bourque.

“To date, the Wado has made 768 round
trips,” said Bourque.

He also added that the ships have
worked 24 hours a day, seven days a week
since day one of the project.

“My guys have stood watches 24 hours
a day to keep track of weather, and port
activity,” said Bourque. The Port Opera-
tions division has had great cooperation
with the Spanish during the project, said
Bourque.

EOD has also helped operations run
smoothly, said Bourque.

“They saved the ships’ company around
$20,000 by repairing them under water,”
said Bourque.

“This project has made docking and un-
docking more safe,” he said. Bourque also
stated that it’s important for the Navy to
keep up on surveying the harbor to keep
track of sediment deposit.

Base looks at COMRATS issue

Planning has begun for the Angel Tree program that’s held each year during the
holiday season.  The program is designed to give Rota commands, departments and
individuals a chance to ‘adopt’ a child for Christmas.

The Spanish Red Cross compiles a list of children whose basic clothing needs
might go unmet during the winter and provides that list to the base coordinator.  On the
list are the children’s names, gender and clothing sizes.

It’s from this list that people can ‘adopt’ their child for the holidays by purchasing
new clothing that is wrapped, tagged and given to the kids at a party in mid-December.

To adopt a child or a group of children, call the base community relations director
at 2813.

‘Adopt’ a child for Christmas
In response to questions raised at base

Captain’s Calls, the Naval Station Supply
department has been looking into the base’s
COMRATS, or commuted rations, policy.

More Sailors living in the barracks have
started requesting COMRATS – and many
of those requests have been denied because
the member did not fall into a category that
allowed the base to authorize the request.
These request denials have often created
confusion, myths and rumors regarding the
base’s policy, said Cmdr. Larry Arcement,
supply officer for the base.

The base follows the military-wide
policy outlined in the Department of
Defense Financial Management Regulation
(Volume 7A Chapter 25) said Lt. Eugene
Esparza, Food Service Office at Naval
Station Supply.

That instruction states that members “in
a non-travel status” who have a job that
“require[s] them to be absent from their
permanent station” or that “their working
hours or duties require them to buy a meal
or meals from other than a government
mess” are entitled to receive COMRATS.
Nearly 90 people living in Rota’s barracks
currently meet those qualifications accord-
ing to Esparza.

Sailors and Marines who don’t meet the
military’s guidelines for COMRATS, also
called BAS – the basic allowance for
subsistence – but who occasionally miss
meals because of work are entitled to
what’s called partial BAS.  The partial BAS
will reimburse the member for the meals

they had missed.
Claims for partial BAS will be handled

on a case by case basis, said Arcement and
should be submitted through a member’s
chain of command.

“The basic message is if you’re living in
the barracks you should be eating at the
Galley,” said Arcement.  “The policy is in
place because it’s cheaper for the Navy to
offer meals to its barracks residents at the
Galley than to offer them COMRATS”, said
Arcement.

In addition to saving the Navy money, it
helps barracks residents, too.  Rota’s
barracks don’t have full kitchens said
Arcement and because of that Sailors and
Marines need a place to eat.
The Galley recognizes that some people
may not be able to get there during meal
hours, said Esparza. “As a result, boxed
meals are available for those who occasion-
ally can’t escape work to eat.  Designated
command representatives can make pick-
ups.  Cold and hot meals are available ‘to
go’ between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m.,” he said.

The Galley only requires 15 minutes
advance notice for 1-5 meals, one hour for
6-20 meals and three hours for more than
20 meals.   “MIDRATS are available for
pick up prior to 6 p.m.,” Esparza said.

“We’re trying to support the program at
the Galley and the Sailors and Marines
here,” said Arcement.  The COMRATS
policy is a military-wide one, he said, and
the base will continue to look at requests for
COMRATS and approve all requests that
meet the policy’s standard.

Navy enhances voluntary
education for Sailors

   The Chief of Naval Education and Train-
ing (CNET) has implemented an enhanced
voluntary education program which will
streamline and expand the opportunity for
Sailors to pursue college degrees during
their Navy career by building, to the maxi-
mum extent possible, on the academic
credit Sailors earn for Navy training and
on-the-job work experience.
   Called the Navy College Program
(NCP), the program serves as the umbrella
for the current components of voluntary
education, and adds several new features,
which integrate all components into a
single system.  The program is being in-
troduced in three phases over the next year.
   “In the past, young people joined the
Navy to get money to go to college after
their service,” Chief of Naval Operations

ADM Jay L. Johnson said.
 “This is a program that’s going to make

our Sailors more capable of doing their
job,” Adm. Jay Johnson, CNO said.

   According to Deputy Director of Na-
val Training, Dr. Allen Zeman, “The Navy
College Program is a systemization of a lot
of existing programs.

It takes all the pieces of old programs
that worked and creates a total education
system. The goal is to create an environ-
ment designed to accommodate the vary-
ing academic needs of Sailors.”

Sailors can visit academic advisors at the
offices for advice on which degree path to
choose.

as Supreme Allied Commander, Europe.

The committee agreed with great regret
to release General Clark.  They expressed to
General Clark, in the name of NATO
governments, lasting gratitude for his
distinguished service.

Echoing the sentiments of his NATO
counterparts, U.S. Defense Secretary
William S. Cohen said:  “General Clark has

served his country and NATO with
extraordinary skill and dedication.  His
leadership was central to the success of
Operation Allied Force, which stopped the
killing in Kosovo, and he has been instru-
mental in bringing stability to Bosnia.

NATO is stronger and Europe is more
secure because of General Clark’s leader-
ship.”

President Clinton was asked to nominate
an officer of the United States for appoint-
ment as Supreme Allied Commander,
Europe, to succeed General Clark.

In response to this request, the President
of the United States wrote to the Secretary
General to nominate General Ralston for
consideration as successor to General Clark
with the same powers and functions.  In
addition to the NATO position, General
Ralston will be assigned as Commander in
Chief, United States European Command.

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WASHINGTON — Anthrax, plague,
smallpox—the former Soviet Union had
them all and was fully prepared to use them,
a one-time leader of a secret Soviet
biological weapons program told Congress
recently.

Dr. Ken Alibek, former deputy director
of Biopreparat, the civilian arm of the
former Soviets’ biological weapons
program, appeared in October before a joint
meeting of the House subcommittees on
military procurement and military research
and development. Alibek moved to the
United States in 1992 and has since written
a book, “Biohazard: The Chilling True
Story of the Largest Covert Biological
Weapons Program in the World.”

Representatives called on Alibek, DoD
and other civilian and military experts to
clarify the capabilities of chemical and
biological weapons. They also wanted
perspectives on the threat the weapons pose
to the United States and U.S. forces,
especially if used by terrorists or rogue
nations.  Since the Gulf War, DoD has
beefed up funding to accelerate fielding
detection equipment and to develop
improved defenses.

Alibek told committee members the
Soviets launched their biological weapons
program in 1928 and by the late 1980s had

“the most powerful and sophisticated
program of biological weapons in the

world.” Biopreparat, the defense and health
ministries and even the KGB were develop-
ing biological agents that could destroy
people, livestock, agricultural crops,
equipment and fuel, he said.

According to Soviet military doctrine,
Alibek said, biological weapons would
have been used in massive amounts to
destroy military resistance during war. The
KGB also had a sophisticated program to
develop biological weapons for assassina-
tion, he added.

Anyone who doubts the effectiveness of
these weapons is wrong, he stressed—a
small, accidental outbreak of anthrax in the
city of Sverdlovsk in 1979 killed hundreds.

“We still don’t know how many people
were killed, but we know that this biologi-
cal weapon unfortunately ... worked
perfectly,” Alibek said.

With the Cold War’s end, Russia
downsized its biological weapons program
and ordered its stockpiles destroyed, Alibek
said. He believes only about 10 to 20
percent of the former Soviet capability
remains today.

Proliferation of Russian knowledge and
expertise in this field is evident as Russia
continues publishing research and develop-
ment work conducted in the 1980s and
1990s, Alibek said. He said he’s convinced
that the knowledge has spread to many
countries and terrorist organizations.

Congress briefed on Soviet Union
biological weapons program

WASHINGTON (NWS) - Only one
segment of the U.S.  population can claim
having one hundred ninety-thousand
military veterans: Native Americans. Native
Americans have proudly served the U.S.
military for 200 years, and  that’s one small
reason why the Navy and Department of
Defense (DOD) are taking part in National
American Indian HistoryMonth, November
1999.
    Native Americans from Indian Territory
were recruited by Teddy Roosevelt’s Rough
Riders and saw action in Cuba in the
Spanish-American War in 1898. Nearly
12,000 Native Americans served in World
War I. More than 44,000 American Indians,
out of a total Native American population
of less than 350,000 served with distinction
between 1941 and 1945 in both the
European and Pacific theaters. During the
Korean conflict, Native Americans fought
Communist aggression.  More than 42,000
Native Americans — 90 percent of them
volunteers—fought in Vietnam. And during
Operation Desert Storm, over 3,000 Native
Americans served in the ArabianGulf.
    The reasons behind this disproportionate
contribution are complex and deeply rooted
in traditional American Indian culture.
Native Americans have cultural values
which drive them to serve their country;
one such value is a proudwarrior tradition.

    In the 20th Century, five American
Indians have received the United States’
highest military honor; the Medal of Honor.
Given for military heroism “above and
beyond the call of duty,” these warriors
exhibited extraordinary bravery in the face
of the enemy and, in two of the fivecases,
lost their lives.
     Reminders of the Native Americans and
their impact on American culture are
everywhere, from the names of the food on
our plates to the names of the cities we live
in. Soon we’ll have another—on the new
one dollar coin bearing the likeness of
Sacagawea and her infant son. She traveled
along with the Lewis and Clark expeditions
and was valued as a translator and later,
after bearing her son, as sort of a “white
flag” to potentially hostile Native American
Indians.  With Sacagawea along for the
3,000 mile trip, Lewis and Clark’s expedi-
tions were viewed with curiosity rather than
hostility since no warring party would
arrive with a womanand a baby.
    The contributions Native Americans have
made to our country’s freedom and to our
cultural heritage are endless.  Their legacy
reminds us there is strength in diversity.
    Over the next month, the Navy Wire
Service will be featuring stories about
Native Americans and theircontributions to
the military.

The restaurant
opens at 7p.m. every evening
which makes it convenient for
Americans.  Also, there is a no-
smoking dinning room - a novelty
in this part of the country.  La
Vaca Alegre is located right next
to the English Centre.   There is
an ample parking lot next to the
restaurant.  We tried it on
Sunday...the meats were delicious
and it was fun.  I’m sure it will be
a success.
     There are another two new ads
this week for shops that are just
around the corner from each
other: Chiqui Boom on Avenida
de la Libertad and Puerto
Muebles on Avenida Dr.

Except for the fact
that Mojácar sits

on a towering cliff a
mile away from Spain’s
East Coast – Mojácar
could be Rota.  It’s
small, cosmopolitan and
picturesque.  In fact,
both towns are classic
white villages and both
towns rely upon Spain’s
booming tourist industry
as one of its primary
sources of income.

The difference is
Mojácar was

completely fabricated to
become a tourist
destination.  After the
Spanish Civil War the
town just kind of
withered away as all the
young people left for the
big city.  In the 1960s
though, the town was
‘rediscovered’ by a
group of young
professionals – doctors,
lawyers and artists.

They turned the
dying town around

by building chic bars
and cafés, upscale
boutiques and one

really, really really large parking lot.  I kid you
not, this town has one huge parking lot – and
it’s even free.  Now if you go to Mojácar you’ll
truly appreciate that huge parking lot.

You see, you’re driving along the Mediter
ranean coast and you see this glimmering

white village jutting out of the ground super
high into the sky.  You approach either through
the strangely remote and country-like northern
route or the Miami-like southern route.  Either

Mojácar
way, there’s only one entrance to Mojácar –
at least only one entrance I found.

You drive up and up and up and up this
winding road until you almost reach

the top and you notice parking is scarce.
But, you can go down and down and down
and down and you’ll get to this great parking
lot.  From there you can walk (sure, it’s
uphill again, but hey, think about the end of
the day – it’s all downhill to the car!) around



this interesting and picturesque town.

It does look a lot like Rota – or other quaint white
villages – but, the shops and the bars and the

cafés are great.  There are a million and two tourists

there in the summer and its just plain
fun hanging out there, listening to the
different languages, seeing the
variety of people and getting lost in
the ever winding maze of small
streets.

While I couldn’t recommend
travelling all the way to

Mojácar just to see Mojácar – I do
recommend stopping by the town
after a trip to Almería.  Take a drive
south of Mojácar along the coast and,

if you’re from Northern California
or Oregon, you’ll strangely feel at
home.  It’s truly a beautiful drive
where the desert of Almería meets
the sea.

Out of all the town’s I’ve

What factors
make families

WASHINGTON — Service members may
get the chance in 2001 to build retirement
nest eggs in the federal Thrift Savings Plan,
but only if serious obstacles are overcome.

The Thrift Savings Plan is a savings
vehicle, said Navy Capt. Elliott Bloxom,
DoD director of compensation. “It is an
opportunity for people to save for future
requirements,” he said.

 “We think our people ought to enjoy

that same ability to
save for the future as anybody else.”

The fiscal 2000 National Defense
Authorization Act contained a provision
that would allow members of the uniformed
services to join the investment plan.

TSP contributions come off the top of
the participants’ income, thus lowering their
taxable income, withholding and income
taxes.

While the authorization act would allow
TSP enrollment, it also requires that
legislation be proposed and enacted that

would offset tax revenue losses through
2009 caused by members sheltering income
in the plan. DoD officials estimate more
than $480 million in offsetting legislation
must be enacted to make
service members’ TSP participation a
reality.

The offset requirement is a new wrinkle,
TSP officials said. The last major increase
in TSP membership, the addition of judicial
branch workers, had no such requirement.

Another hurdle, TSP officials said, is
the sheer size of the uniformed services.
The TSP currently has 2.5 million
participants.

DoD alone could potentially double the
rolls — it has 2.6 million active and reserve
members in uniform. TSP
officials said there would probably be some
growing pains.

Additionally, TSP officials have advised
DoD the plan would need about $10 million
to allow reserve component members to
participate. Absent this appropriation, they
would assess annual administrative charges
of 8.4 percent of reserve participants’
account balances and 1.5 percent of active
duty participants’ account balances.
 Such charges would make participation by
the military unattractive, DoD officials said.
Federal civilian employees pay only .06
percent in annual administrative fees.

TSP is a tax-favored retirement savings
and investment plan established by the
Federal Employees Retirement System Act
of 1986. The military participation autho-
rized by Congress would be in addition to
the military retirement system and would
not replace it.

All federal civilians can participate in
the TSP, although the rules differ depend-
ing, generally, on their date of employment.
Civilian employees who came aboard after
the 1986 law took effect can contribute up
to 10 percent of their yearly base
incomes or a $10,500 maximum in 2000.
The federal government matches the first 5
percent of their contributions.

Most service members, however, would
join TSP under the rules applied to Civil
Service Retirement System workers —
those employed before FERS took effect.
These workers can invest up to
5 percent of their annual income, also to a

$10,500 maximum in 2000, but with no
government match.

If implemented, a service member
would be able to invest up to 5
percent of basic pay and part or all of any
bonus money received so long as the total
the member contributes for the year does
not exceed $10,500. The government would
not match these
contributions, but the Defense Authoriza-
tion Act contains a
limited matching program: It allows each
service the discretion
to match contributions of members in
certain hard-to-fill
military specialties.

The TSP contribution rules reflect the
differences in employee
retirement systems. CSRS employees
contribute to a nonportable
retirement plan that pays liberal pensions,
but only to careerists. The three-part FERS
retirement package of TSP, Social Security
and a small pension guarantees less but is
portable.

It was created to make federal employ-
ment more attractive to persons who change
jobs or who might not make a
career of federal service.

While contribution rules differ, TSP’s
tax advantages are the
same for all. TSP is like a civilian 401(k)
plan. That is, the government defers income
taxes on contributions, match funds and
earnings until they’re withdrawn, which is
usually after workers retire. This is in
addition to lowering current taxable income
and income taxes.

TSP offers a choice of investments in
three funds: the Government Securities
Investment G Fund, the Common Stock
Index Investment C Fund and Fixed Income
Index Investment F Fund. Each
fund has a different pay-off and risk.
Participants can allocate their deposits and
balances among any or all the funds.

The government guarantees G Fund
investments and earnings. G Fund earnings
rates tend to be lowest of the three, but
virtually no risk is involved. The G Fund
earned 5.66 percent in fiscal 1999.

The government does not back the C or

F funds, and investors can lose
money if the stock and bond
markets fall. C Fund profits are
unlimited, but investments ride
the volatile stock market.

The F Fund rides the
commercial bond market,
offering moderate
pay-offs at moderate risk. C
Fund fiscal 1999 returns were
27.74 percent; F Fund investors
lost .43 percent in fiscal 1999.
All three funds were profitable
for the 10 years ending in 1998:
the C Fund earned 19.13
percent; the F Fund, 9.01
percent; and G
Fund, 7.27 percent.

TSP participants also can
qualify for low-interest loans
from their own contributions and
earnings while they are in
federal
service. The plan also allows
limited in service withdrawals

for financial hardship.
Service members who leave

federal service could do one of
three things with their TSP
accounts:

They could leave the money in
TSP and let it continue to appreci-
ate. They could not add new
contributions, however, unless they
returned to federal civilian or
military service.
 They could rollover their account
into a comparable individual
retirement account without paying
early withdrawal penalty or
taxes.

They could pay any penalties
and taxes and take their money.

As Brian Weinstein sat near the 17th green
volunteering as the greens reporter at
Valderrama Sunday afternoon, he got a perfect
view of the approaching third shot of Tiger
Woods as he chipped up onto the green of the
par 5 hole.

But as fate would have it for many others
that day, the Public Works program officer at
Naval Station, Rota, witnessed something that
took Woods and the hundreds of fans at the
next-to-last hole in the World Golf Champion-
ship by surprise.

Woods’ shot landed on the green and
appeared to be well-played.  But the slope of

the green and the well-trimmed fringe gave
the ball a slight roll…roll…roll, right in the
water hazard just yards in front of the green.

A penalty stroke and four shots later gave
Woods a triple bogey, dropping him out of
the lead from 9-under-par to 6-under-par.

Miguel Angel Jimenez, who was two
matches behinds Woods, now had the lead at
7-under-par.

Many of the 30-or-so base volunteers for
the four-day tournament gathered at the 18th

hole to see the finish.  Manny Saavedra,
Dave Brightwell, Jim Nogle, and John
Thomas Duncan, congregated at the already
crowed final hole, but with their tan shirts or

green jackets
signifying them
as volunteers,
some were able
to get ‘inside the
ropes’ for a front-
row seat.

Throughout the
tourney, they had
volunteered their
time as greens
reporters,
walking scorers
and marshals.

Woods
pars out the 18th,
leaving him at 6-
under-par.

Jimenez, who lives in nearby
Malaga, soon pars 17, and the
roar of the crowds signify that
even before his score is placed
on the board.

At 7-under-par, all Jimenez
needs to do is to get a par on the
18 th, and the victory is his.  But
he drops a stroke with a bogey,
and a play-off is forced between
Woods and Jimenez.

The first play-off hole is the
18 th, and Woods’ tee shot is in
the fairway, while Jimenez’s shot
goes into the ruff behind a large
tree on the left-hand side.

Jimenez then sees more
trouble as he hits his second shot
into a bunker on the right-hand
side of the green, just yards away
from where the Rota volunteers
have gathered.

Woods pars out, while
Jimenez gets a bogey, securing
Woods as the champion and
$1,000,000 richer.

The world’s top-ranked golfer
became the first player since Ben
Hogan in 1953 to make four U.S.
Tour victories in a row, and it
was also his eighth victory this
year.   Of the 62 players in this
year’s tournament, only three
finished under par.

The American Express
Championship will play again
next year at Valderrama before
heading back to the U.S. in 2001.

It’s no doubt that Rota
volunteers will again come out
for a chance to get face-to-face
with the world’s best the sport of
golf has to offer.
